Washington, D. C., Sept. 9.— President 
Wilson's disapproval today of the pro- 
posal to increase the income tax as a 
means of raising revenue to offset a treas- 
ury deficit due to the European war set 
Democratic members of the ways and 
means committee to revising their plans. 
They will renew tomorrow the effort to 
draft a war revenue bill. The president 
made his attitude known at a conference 
with Democratic leaders in congress. 

The Democratic members of the ways 
and means committee were not all disap- 
pointed by the president's disapproval! of 
their decision to increase the income tax 
one-half of 1 per cent and to decrease thé 
exemption. The president's principal ob- 
jection was said to be that euch a tax was 
not immediately available and therefore 
undesirable.

Chairman Underwood, who discussed 
the subject with the president, was in- 
clined to agree with this view, and it is

! ment will be proposed.

The reason why these products are not 
manufactured in the United States to any 
extent is not because the raw materials 
are not to be found in this country nor 
because of any lack of enterprise on the 
part of American manufacturers. 


| One Instance Is Cited. 

Here is an incident from the experi- 
ence of one American manufacturer 
whith will make the situation clearer 
than any amount of discussion. 

A certain drug, largely used in photog- 


whole supply was imported from Ger- 
many, where it was manufacturer by 
one of the great associations, or trusts, 
which have the backing of the govern- 
ment, and entirely control the trade in 
many lines. 

The American raw a chance to start a 
new industry and began the manufacture 
of the same drug on a small scale. As 
soon as his product was put on the mar- 
ket the price of the German drug was 
cut to 85 cents a pound. 

He staggered along fairly well for a 
time, selling his goods at a price to meet 
that competition. But the German trust 
kept on with price cutting. It finally 
drove the American entirely out of busi- 
ness by reducing to 36 cents a pound 
After his retirement the price was grad- 
ually raised until it finally reached ap- 
proximately the original figure. 

In other words, foreign trusts are per- 
fectly free to adopt methods of competi- 
tion which the officers of an American 
corporation might be put in jail for at- 
tempting.

It is the last stand of an outmaneuvered 
Austrien army, conscious that defeat 
means annihilation. 


Russians at Two Strongholds. 
“The Russiane, while attacking the 
Austrian forces at Rawaruska in suffi- 


dok, or Grodok. This place is thirty-two 
miles south of Rawaruska and eighteen 
miice west of Lvoff.

fortified and is being held with the cour- 
age of despair by the Austrians. Its fall 
which is momentarily expected, will bring 
the Russ'am in strength upon the rear of | 
the Austrians at Rawaruska.

Austria Betzayed by Spies. 

A dispatch from Herbert Duckworth, 
the London Daily News correspondent at 
Copenhagen, says: 

According to private dispatches re- 
ceived here the Austrian headquarters 
staff attributes the defeat of the Austrian 
armies to the Slav spy system, which has 
been brought to a fine art. 

“The Austrian staff asserts it can 
prove that the movements of the army 
around Lemberg were divulged to the 
Russians by means of smoke signals from 
housetops. It has been the practice, the 
Austrians believe, for the pcople of Gali- 
cia to send up different cclored smoke 
through their chimneys when the move- 
ments of the Austrian army became 
known in the towns and villages.

THE DAY OF PRAYER FOR PEACE. 

Extraordinary and unprecedented is the proclama- 
tion of the president calling on the neutral American 
people to pray for peace in the old world on a certain 
fixed day. The response of the churches and of the 
millions will be hearty, as fervent and sincere as the 
tone of the solemn, reverent proclamation. 

The United States stands ready to mediate or offer 
any service or disinterested counsel to Europe that 
may be sought of it. But it cannot urge peace on the 
belligerents against their will and disposition. It 
can but wait and watch—prayerfully. 

The day of prayer, however, will be a day of great 
and genuine service to the cause of peace and good 
will among men and nations. The people of the 
United States may differ widely as to the responsibil- 
ity for the war, but they are at one as to the desir- 
ability of bringing it to an end. The way, unfortu- 
nately, is not yet clear; prayer that purges and 
cleanses is efficacious in opening minds to wisdom 
and hearts to righteousness. A great national moral 
and religious demonstration against war and in favor 
of peace and worthy, rational himan ways of adjust- 
ing international controversies cannot fail to impress 
even the rations that are at war.

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IS ALL WELL IN MEXICO? 


It is quite obvious to all that the world at large 


hes not been thinking of Mexico of late. Further 
trouble and friction in that quarter would be re- 
ceived with extreme irritation. 

But while news from Carranza’s headquarters, or 
Villa’s camp, or Zapata’s lair has been ignored or 
read hurriedly and carelessly because of the far 
greater drama that is being enacted in another the- 


' ater, a sense of relief will be felt on learning that 


proposals for an electoral program and for the re- 
establishment of constitutional gcvernment have been 
accepted and signed, 

Carranza’s attitude may have been misunderstood, 
but his reported utterances were inconsistent with 
his professed devotion to regularity and constitu- 
tional forms. Villa, curiously enough, the uncouth 
and uneducated soldier, has been insisting on an 
early election under a civilian provisional president 
and in strict compliance with the terms of the Mexi- 
can constitution. 

Our government cannot stultify itself by blinking 
at violations of the constitution. What was wrong 
in Huerta is not right in Carranza. An early and 
honest election under civilian supervision, liberal 
amnesty, and the elimination of military candidates 
would seem to hold the strongest promise of rehabil- 
itation and peace. Agrarian and other far reaching 
reforms must be left to a stable and free government 
resting on the consent of a majority of the people. 


NO DEPENDENCE IN FORTS. 

The collapse of fortifications is one of the sur- 
prises of the war to civilians. Military men may 
have been prepared for the insufficiency of fort 
strength, but the civilians had Port Arthur as an 
example of resistance and were prepared to find for- 
tified towns standing out even when isolated by the 
investing forces. 

The fall of Namur was an amazing shock to this 
opinion. The sprrender of Maubeuge is another. 1* 
serves to confirm the belief that nothing can with- 
stand the siege guns which the Germans are able to 


bring up against a fort. Several reports have stated 


that these tremendous engines have a range which 
puts them beyond any return fire and throw a mass 
of metal against which uo defense can be maintained. 

The quick reduction of fortifications would give 
credibility to every statement of the superiority of 
this type of German artillery. German reports indi- 


cated that there has been no lack of gallantry in the 


defense. It ceased only when :t became utterly Rope- | 


less, and it seems to have become hopeless in short | 


order. Maubeuge would have been maintained to the 
last if only to prevent the investing force from join- 
ing the German armies in their advance or strength- 
ening them where they might be hard pressed. 

It certainly has been established that the salvation 
of the allies in France is in the field and not behind 
walls, Their mobile army is the last hope. It is 
hard to believe that if Paris be invested it can 
bold out. 


MEN OF LETTERS HEARD FROM. 

One after another the distinguished men of letters 
in Europe are finding their voices and expressing 
themselves with reference to the causeless war,” as 
history may know the raging conflict. If they have 
no revelations to offer, they have satisfied curiosity, 
at any rate. The readers and sdmirers of the lead- 
ing poets, critics, novelists, dramatists, and essayists 
must have wondered and wished to know what their 
respective favorites thought of the situation. They 
know now, or will know very soon. 

We have heard from Wells, Kipling, Shaw, Arnold 
Bennett, Gilbert Parker, Roma‘n Rolland, Loti, Fer- 
rero, Kropotkin, Sienkiewicz, Moeterlinck, and many 
others.

WASTE AND WAR TAXES. 

A little good in the barrel is not leaven that 
leaveneth the whole mass. If the rivers and har- 
bors appropriations were 50 per cent pure or 75 
per cent pure they would be opposed by uncom- 
promising congressmen determined that filching 
should not have recognized place 7 the process of 
government. 

Until the questions of internal improvement can 
be taken up honestly by congress these bills ought 
to be opposed. A western defender of the barrel 
method says that less than one-half of 1 per cent 
of the bill can be criticised. He has a childlike 
faith in congressional methods. Such appropria- 
tions might be called frankly “funds for making 
the members of congress solid in their districts 
or states.“ Their political exceedé their engineer- 
ing value in congress. 

It is the misfortune of worthy projects that 
they are forced to carry the fraudulent as a bur- 
den and men who have genuine internal improve- 
ment in mind would be the first to demand a 
change in method. 

If congress succeeds in appropriating all the money 
asked for it will have made provision for a fund 
approximately one-third as large as that needed 
to build the Panama canal, the fund available and 
the funds to set aside for immediate and future 
work being considered. 

In the year of a war tax there can be no de- 
tense of this. The government must assess the 
people because there is not enough revenue, but 
no regard is paid to ordinary economy. 

If the rivers and harbors bill contained only 
items for enterprises of indisputable value con- 
gress would reduce the amount, If there “were 
no political advantage sought or to be obtained, 
congress, without any urgence from outside, would 
carry over to other years such improvements as 
might be deferred. 

If congress were legislating for the country and 
not for itself it would be as economical as Mr. 
Barkis. Zeal for good works never would carry 
it into extraordinary expenditures. 

It is to be observed that the southern members 
who have been conspicuously successful in get- 
ting creeks taken care of are cautiously supervis- 
ing the war tax measure to see that imposts are 
not placed upon commodities or processes in which 
the south is essentially interested. They will 
contrive it so, if possible, that the states which 
draw least defensiblf upon this huge sum shall 
feel as little as can be the effects of the tax 
needed to replenish the treasury. 

This is canny local politics, but it will not save 
the majority in congress from the public indig- 
nation which waste in a year of diminished revenue 
will arouse,

When lime is bought in quan- 
‘tities a pool of this size may be disinfected 
every day for a year at a cost of $8. 

To heat the water a 100,000 galion 
pool requires two ton’ of coal. This 
would require 104 tons of coal if the water 
were changed once a week. By purifying 
the water daily with hypochiorite of lime 
the water need not be changed more often 
than once a month and only twenty-four 
tons of coal a year will be required. 

The water should be filtered before 
using and then refiltered as occasion re- 
quires, but the cost of filtration is slight.

Lady Acton, who has written a letter 
to the London Times in defense of Ger- 
many and of the Germans in the present 
conflict, is the wife of Lord Acton, who 
until the beginning of the war was Brit- 
ish minister at Karlsruhe and at Darm- 
stadt, and who is lord in waiting to the 
king. 

Lord Acton has so much German blood 
in his veins that three years ago he found 
it necessary to secure the passage of 
what is known as a private act of par- 
Hament,“ under the title of “an act to 
remove doubts as to the nationality of 
Ruchard Maximilian, Baron Acton, and 
his issue.“ 

That such an act of parliament should 
have become necessary was due to the 
fact that Lord Acton’s father, paternal 
grandfather, great-grandfather, and 
great-great-grandfather had all been 
born abroad, and that the wives of these 
forbears were, with one exception, for- 
eigners.

One of these ancestors, Sir John Acton, 
sixth baronet of the line, was prime min- 
ister of the King of Naples at the begin- 
ning of the nitieteenth eentury and com- 
mander-in-chief of the Neapolitan army 
and navy, so that his English citizenship 
was, to say the least, a matter of some 
doubt. 

This Sir John Acton was succeeded in 
his baronetcy by hia eldest son, Ferdi- 
nand. His second son, Charles, became a 
cardinal, and in Big — prime minister 
of Naples. 

Sir Ferdinand Acton 0 the only 
daughter and heiress of the last Duke of 


Dalberg and died five years later. Hia 
widow thereupon married the late Earl of 
Granville, who intrusted the education of 
his young stepson, Sir John Acton, first of 
all to Cardinal Wiseman, and afterwards 


to the celebrated professor, Dr. Dollinger

of Munich, founder of the denomination 
known as Old Catholics. 

His pupil, Sir John Acton, became im- 
bued with his views and distinguished 
himself in 1869 and 1870 by his hostility 
to the doctrine of papal infallibilty. 

Sir John was elevated on the nomination 
of William’ Pwart Gladstone to the peer- 
age as Lord Acton, and married the Ba- 
varian Countess Marie Arco. The pres- 
ent Lord Acton is their son. 

~o- 

Lord Acton, therefore, is through his 
grandmother the senior representative of 
the German ducal house of Dalberg, 
which claims to be the most ancient and 
illustrious family in Germany and to be 
able to trace its descent to a near relative 
of the Savior, who became a Roman cen- 
turion and settled at Hermstein, near 
Worms. 

For centuries the Dalbergs played a 
conspicuous role in the history of Ger- 
many, on the pages of which their names 
continually appear. 

Whenever the emperor-elect was 
crowned as ruler of Germany and of the 
Holy Roman empire, a herald invariably 
demanded in loud tones: Is any Dalberg 
here?“ If any one of that name was 
present he was immediately knighted 
then and there by the new monarch. 

The penultimate Duke of Dalberg was 
archchancellor of the Holy Roman em- 
pire in the closing years of its existence, 
and, when it was overthrown by Napo- 
leon at the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, and when all further resistance 
to the French conqueror had become use- 
less, the duke joined the Bonaparte for- 
tunes and was appointed by Napoleon 
to be president of the new Federation of 
the Rhine, created to take the place of 
the Holy Roman empire. 

Napoleon also bestowed upon him the 
title of Grand Duke of Frankfort-on-the- 
Main, and designated his own stepson, 
Eugene de Beauharnais, as his successor. 

He died without issue, being succeeded 
in his dukedom of Dalberg by his nephew, 
Emeric, last Duke of Dalberg and great- 
grandfather of Lord Acton. 

Another of the Dalbergs figured con- 
spicuously in the thirty years war, and 
ig still known in military history as the 
Vauban of Sweden.

Lord Acton, like his father, is a Roman 
Catholic of the modernist and liberal 
type; received his education at Magdalen 
college, Oxford; is married to Dorothy, 
daughter of Thomas Henry Lyon of Ap- 
pleton hall, Cheshire, and owns Aldenham 
park and the estates therewith, extend- 
ing over an area of 10,000 acres, in Shrop- 
shire. | 

However, the famous Aldenham libra- 
ry, comprsing a collection of no less than 
60,000 rare Volumes and priceless manu- 
scripts, constituting the most celebrated 
collection in existence of works on the 
history of the various Christian churches, 
was bequeathed by the late peer to his 
friend, Viscqunt Morley of Blackburn, 
who resigned from the cabinet on the out- 
break of the present war. 

As Lord Morley is not a man of means 
and did not know how to house the books, 
realizing at the same time that it would 
be most ungracious to dispose of them by 
sale, he presented the collection as it 
stood to the university library of Cam- 
bridge as a memorial of the late Lord 
Acton. 

The university has since then been 
obliged to pay $2,000 for the mere Bost of 
removal of the books to Cambridge from 
Aldenham park. 

In addition to this, the structural alter- 
ations necessitated? at the university ii- 
brary to house the books, the provision of 
bookcases, etc., cost $12,000 more. Then

Chicago, Sept. 1.—[To the Friend of the 
People.]—What effect will the present war 
have with respect to foreign insurance 
companies in the United States in case of 
any claims made upon them? Your ad- 
vice will be appreciated.

Although the market value of securities 
owned by the companies will, at the present 
time, show a depreciation, the actual value of 
them has not been changed by the war. The 
policyholders are amply protected and have 
no cause for alarm. 

This statement applies not only to American 
companies but to the United States branches 
of the foreign companies as well. These 
branches are to all intent and purposes Amer- 
{can companies, amply protected by funds 
in the hands of American trustees and de- 
signed to protect American risks. Before a 
foreign company can do business in this coun- 
try a company must deposit sufficient funds 
to firmly establish the branch as an Amer- 
ican company. The securities in which the 
company must invest are defined by a statute 
and are of such a character that they can be 


| readily converted into cash in an emergency. 


The company must not only keep its deposit 
capital intact but it must also be in possession 
of an adequate surplus and its American 
funds cannot be withdrawn as long as it has a 
risk upon its books. 

Few American companies do business abroad. 
None of the American fire or casualty com- 
panies have business in Great Britain or Eu- 
rope and only four life insurance companies. 
The arrangements urder which the Hfe com- 
panies do business abroad are much the same 
as those which govern foreign companies here. 
They must make deposits in the securities of the 
country and their losses are paid from reserves 
maintained in the country. This business has 
been profitable to the American companies, 
but it could be shut down until better tines 
come around without in any way affecting 
the resources of the companies at the home 


office.

NATIONAL CURRENCY AND THE 
BANKS. 

Chicago, Sept. 8.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. II wish to add a little to Mr. Me- 
Cullough’s “ financial stringency arti- 
cle in explanation of the situation. The 
machinery of the reserve board not being 
in operation yet, national banks have 
been provided with quantities of Aldrich- 
Vreeland bank notes called “ national 
currency.” They are paying demandson 
themselves with it, due in this country, 
and holding back grgenbacks, silver, and 
gold (or their certificates) to maintain 
legal reserve requirements and meet for- 
eigm obligations; for national (bank note) 
currency cannot be counted as national 
bank reserves and will not pay foreign 
debts. 

Now national banks can loan on an av- 
erage a sum equal to ten times their 
legal reserves through our bank credit 
eystem, which consists of figures in ledg- 
ers and not money; for this credit they 
charge about 5 per cent interest, which is 
50 per cent on the legal reserves, and is 
of course an attractive business proposi- 
tion. But foreign demands and cautious 
withdrawals previous to and since the 
war have impaired those reserves so that 
for the last few weeks the banks have 
been terribly hampered and there has 
been a stringency in bank credit loans, 
which, being based on legal reserves, the 
issue of emergency “ national currency ” 
has not helped. The Aldrich-Vreeland 
bank note emergency ‘‘ national curren- 
cy” is not likely to help the financial 
stringency.’ The new reserve currency

That is, that was the gen- 
eral average in all banks. That was 
about as far as the banks could go, not 
because it was not safe to make further 
credit loans. but because the banks had 
about all reached the limit to which their 
various per cents of reserves would allow 
them to go. | 

Since legislation could not Increase the 
quantity of basic gold, the only way out 
was to reduce the per cent which the 
gold they have must bear to their liabili- 
ties. Hence that was what was done. The 
per cent of reserve will now have toaver- 
age not more than 5or 6, so that the banks 
can make nearly twiee as many loans of 
credit as heretofore. So that when the 
new system gets into working order those 
loans, which are now only about $16.000,- 
000,000 above the cash, can run up to HA 
000,000,000 or $30,000,000,000, all made on 
the same amount of lawful money.

DENTISTSUICIDE, 
AUTOPSY SHOWS 


Dr. B. J. Roberts Died from 
Carbolie Acid, Coro- 
ner Finds, 


ACTEDQUEERLY LATELY 


Investigation by the police and the cor- 
oner into the death of Dr. B. J. Roberts, 
who was found dying in an empty apart- 
ment building at 738 Fullerton avenue 
Tuesday, disproved the theory of murder. 
It was established definitely by a post- 
mortem examination that Dr. Roberts 
died of carbolic acid polsoning. 

Dr. Roberts had been acting queerly 
during the last three weeks, according to 
his family. The detectives learned that 
Dr. Roberte made several threats that 
he would commit suicide and told one 
friend that he carried a bottle of carbolic 
acid in hie pocket. 


Owned Building Where Found. 

Dr. Roberta owned the building in 
which he was found and was fitting it up 
to establish his office on the second floor. 
When the body was found it was lying 
in the bathroom. The door was closed. 
The police had to push the bouy back 
before they oould open the door. 

An empty carbolic acid bottle was lying 
at his feet. The gas fixture had been un- 
screwed from the well and gas was escap- 
ing. The window of the bathroom, how- 
ever, was open. 


First Thought Murder. 

The acid had burned his face severely 
and there were several slight bruises on 
his head. The bruises led Coroner's 
Physician Rhinehart at first to believe 
there had been a death struggle. Mem- 
bers of the family also said they believed 
it was murder. 

Dr. Roberts was 47 years old and lived 
at 2822 North Halsted street. An inquest 
will be held by the coroner today.

Beads from China Berries. 
EVERAL days ago I noticed a 
„ 8 query in your Corner about the

From four to eight times as much ga» 
is often used in boiling as is needed. 
When vegetables boil dry before they are 
cooked, too much fire has been used. If 
cooked with a cover, a great economy can 
be effected with an improvement in the 
flavor. 

Take boiled beets, for instance. Put 
them on to cook in plenty of boiling wa- 
ter without noticing that the gas flame 
is flaring out beyond the bottom of the 
kettle. The boiling goes viclently on, 
but the beets are not becoming soft with 
any great haste. Now lower the gas 
three-fourths and cover the vegetables. 
There will still be enough fire under 
them for the developing steam to raise 
the cover. This steam hastens the cook- 
ing of the beets. 

a 

A much higher temperature is required 
when dry heat is used for sterilizing than 
is required if steam heat is used. Steam 
is hotter than boiling water and more 
penetrating. To produce it in a closed 
vessel requires far less fire than to boil 
water in an open vessel, and most vege- 
tables are better and more economically 
cooked when much of the work is done by 
steam. 

In pot roasting or braising meat it 
should never be necessary to renew the 
liquid. Flavor is lost, the cooking has 
to be watched, or the meat will burn, and 
there are other disadvantages in using 
too much fire for the purpose.

Challengers for the Wrigley trophy and

HOPE IN WILSON 


Want His Help Toward 
Rate Increase and Mar- 
keting Securities. 


HE IS FRIENDLY, BELIEF 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 9.—[Special.]— 
The committee of six railroad presidents 
who called on President Witeon today be- 
Meves he will take some decisive step in 
the near future to aid them in regaining 
the public’s confidence. 

Admitting that the public no longer has 
much faith in railroads and their manage- 
ment, the committee threw its cards on 
the table and asked President Wilson to 
address an appeal to the nation and to 
government agencies to be more charita- 
ble amd more favorable jowards the 
carriers in the future. 


Seek to Regain Friends. 

The purpose of this appeal is to regain 
enough of the public's confidence to assist 
the roads to meet their maturing obliga- 
tions by further lesues of securities and 
at the same time pereuade the imerstate 
commerce commission to allow increaees 
fm rates and the federal reserve board to 
accept railroad securities et face value 
jn the transaction of the banking business. 

Chairman Trumbull of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio and Missouri, Kansasand Texas 
boards, acted as spokesman for the rail- 


toad exeoutives. His associates were 
Samuel Rea of the Pennsylvania, Daniel 


Willard of the Baltimore and Ohio, E. P. 
Ripley of the Santa Fé, Hale Holden of 
the Burlington, and Fairfax Harrison of 
the Southern. 

Mr. Trumbull gave the preeident a writ- 
ten statement of the reilroads’ case. 


Specific Request of Railroads. 
The specific request in the statement is: 
“That the president will call the at- 

tention of the countrp to the pressing 
necessity for support of railroad credit

EMBARGO ON ARMS LIFTED; 
ACTION PLEASES MEXICANS 


Agents of Constitutionalists Say Or- 
der Is Recognition of New Gov- 
ernment in Their Country. 


El Paso, Tex., Sept. 9.—Gen. John J. 
Pershing, commanding the border patrol 
from Fort Bliss, Tex., received orders 
today from Washington to lift the em- 
bargo on arms which has been in effect 
since the occupation of Vera Cruz by 
American troops. The order was exe- 
cuted immediately. 

American soldiers who have been pa- 
trolling the international line east and 
west of El Paso were removed to their 
garrisons. The imspection of interna- 
tional traffic on the bridges spanning the 
Rio Grande was stopped. 

This action was hailed by agents of the 
Constitutionalist government as a virtua! 
recognition of Mexico's new government. 
The Villa agents appeared elated over the 
incident, while no comment was forth 
coming from Carranza representatives.

Grain Prices Advance in 
Spite of Weak Liverpool 


Future Prices. 


FARMERS STORE WHEAT 


Although the cable news from Liverpool 
was bearish and prices at Liverpool were 
lower, outside markets showed a strong 
tone during the greater part of the session 
yesterday. The loca] exchange was the 
only exchange closed in this country, and 
there was a fair degree of activity In the 
other grain boards. 

At Minneapolis there was apparently 
less pressure of cash wheat hedging sales. 
This was doubtless due in a measure to 
the big decline of the previous day. 
Moreover, farmers were said to be stor- 
ing wheat at many points in the north- 
west, and a large part of the current ar- 
rivals at Minneapolis ls of winter wheat. 
Yesterday of the total receipts at the 
northwest market 500 cars were of winter 
wheat. Some of the winter wheat was 
unsold at the close of the sample market 
and premiums for spring Wheat were a 
little lower, the No. 1 northern blue stem 
being quoted about Minneapolis Decem- 
ber price. 

Foreign News Is Bearish. 

Liverpool was weak, closing 3d off, while 
corn was 2d lower. Spot wheat demand 
at Liverpool was reported slower, and 
Broomhall cabled there was more dispo- 
sition to press cargoes for sale. The more 
bearish disposition noted abroad was 
due to the accumulating stocks and the 
belief current that prices had reached a 
point where the bullish conditions had 
been discounted to a large extent. A pri- 
vate Liverpool cable said that wheat was 
weak, with Manitobas offered more free- 
ly. Indian and American offers were 
more liberal and cargies are arriving free- 
ly, being offered at 3@6d decline. 

Corn at Liverpool was affected by the 
free offers of Plate corn and by expecta- 
tion of continued Danubian grain ship- 
ments. Stocks were reported liberal, with 
the spot markets easier. 


World’s Stocks Increase. 


World's stocks showed an gain of 6,975,000 
bu for the week, including an increase in the 
European visible supply of 4,280,000 bu. A 
year ago world's stocks increased 3.516.000 bu. 
The corn visible supply increased 1,080,000 
du compared to a gain of £71,000 bu jast year, 
and oats stocks increased 1,677,000 bu. Last 
year there was an increase in the world’s 
available supply of oats of 3,364,000 bu. The 
foreign crop summary indicated favorable con- 
ditions existing abroad, although the reports 
naturally were incomplete. 

Minneapolis and Duluth had 2,050 cars, com- 
pared to 1,824 cars a year ago, and Winnipeg 
arrivals were 1,357 cars, against 273 cars a 
year ago. Hedgers at Winnipeg were reported 
to be holding off, and that market held strong. 
Omaha bad 65 cars of wheat. against 32 cars 
@ year ago, ard 21 cars of corn against 40 cars 
a year ago. Local receipts were 368 cars 
wheat, @10 care corn, and 809 cars oats. Hog 
receipts here were placed at 18,000, compared 
to 17.000 estimated. The market was 5@10c 
higther. 

Minneapolis wheat stocks increased 200,000 
bu for four days, and Duluth supplies in- 
creased 571.000 bu for three days. 


Rains Benefit Pasturés. 


The Price Current Crop Reporter, in 
its weekly review. said the raing df the last 
two weeks had been too late materially to 
improve the corn crop, but in tim# to benefit 
fall pastuses.

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ALL FARM PRODUCTS UP 
WITH EXCEPTION OF COTTON. 


Department of Agriculture’s General 
Review Gives Comparative Fig- 
ures, 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 9.—Average 
prices of practically all important agri- 
cultural products on Sept. 1 showed in- 
creases over quotations of one year ago, 
the department of agriculture’s general 
review indicated today. Cotton was the 
marked exception, dropping nearly 3c 
a pound. 

Nearly all the grains showed big m- 
creases, while average prices of meat ani- 
mals on Aug. 15 were $7.63 per hundred- 
weight, compared with $7.20 a year ago 
and $6.56 in 1912. 

While it was recognized that the Euro- 
pean war had influenced grain prices, 
some bureau officials believed they would 
maintain the higher level and that a 
shortage of animals would give meats a 
rising tendency. 

Corn advanced from 6.784 on Sept. 1 
last year to $.815 this month, wheat from 
$.771 to $.933, oata from $.393 to $.423, rye 
from 56.30 to $7.54, buckwheat from 
5.5% to $.798, flax from $1.28 to $1.39. 
Hay, chickens and eggs advanced slight- 
ly, while butter and potatoes showed 
slight decreases.

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FORMER LABOR 
CHAMPION DIES 


James E. Daley, Whose Ora- 
tory Made Him Prominent 
in Politics, Expires. 


ONCE ON COUNTY BOARD 
Death has closed the striking career of 


tician. 

The end came yesterday at his home, 
407T Oakland crescent. He died while 
the primary election was in progress, and 
the last few days of his life were given 
over to discussing political situations in 
the present campaign. He was 49 years 
old. 

When a youth Mr. Daley was appren- 
ticed to the steamfitter’s trade. He be- 
came an expert workman and joined a 
labor union. There he discovered he was 
possessed of the gift of oratory. His de- 
lamations at union meetings carried 
away his hearers and he was made their 
champion. 


Heads Federation at 30. 
Before he was 30 years old he was 
elected president of the Chicago Federe- 
tion of Labor. His popularity increased 
outside the bounds of the union organiza- 
tion, and in 1899 he tendered his resigna- 
tion to make the race for county commis- 
sioner on the Democratic ticket. He made 
a whirlwind campaign, cemented the 
labor vote of all parties with his oratory, 
and was elected by a handsome majority. 

So. spectacular was his campaign that 
the Democratic leaders seized upon him 
as a valuable party asset and made hima 
member of their county committee. He 
served one term as commissioner, and 
after a term as deputy sheriff he returned 
to his seat in union labor councils. 


Seized by Mental Malady. 

His eloquence still was one of the fac- 
tors in the upbuilding of unionism in Chi- 
cago. Times passed and things changed. 

A mental malady slowly but surely 
was clouding the once brilliant mind of 
the young orator. Gradually his appear- 
ances on the platform and at union labor 
conferences became fewer. Within afew 
years he was all but forgotten. 

On. May 2 last a city physician was 
called to the Clark street police station 
to examine a man who had thrown him- 
self from the Polk street bridge into Chi- 
cago river. He found the patient gaunt 
and emaciated. The man was James 
Daley. His mind was almost entirely 
gone. He was restored to his home. Since 
he gradually declined until the day of his 
death. 


AMANDA WEEKS IS DEAD. 


Last of Those Arrested as Suspect 
in Lincoln Assassination Ex- 
pires at Age of 89, 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 9.—Mre. 
Amanda Weeks, last survivor of those ar- 
rested at the time of the assassination of 
President Lincoln and charged with hav- 
ing been implicated in the plot, is dead at 
her home here at the age of 89. She was 
at the home of Mra. Surratt at the time 
of the murder and was said to have re- 
marked when she heard the news: Lin- 
coln should have been shot long before. 

She was released after ten days in 
prison.
